Senator Smoot pro- 
posed a sales tax and it was rejected 
in the senate. Thus Mr Harding's re 
quest has been refused and he is in a 
position if he chooies to make that

The president has not publicly pro 


claimed his intention of vetoing the 
bill, however, nor has he said so ir> 
any formal way to congress in re 
sponse to inquiries, he has declared 
that he did not think it proper for 
the chief executive to say what his 
course would be In advance of action 
by congress This is not an altogether 
new conception of executive courtesv 
toward congress;but it is in line with 
Mr Harding's bfclief that the legisla 
tive branch be given every oppMtunl 
ty to exercise its free judgment with 
out dictation from the white house 
So many times in the past members 
of congress have excused their votes 
on the ground that they did not wish 
to vote against the president or that 
they felt it useless to champion a bill 
which was certain of executive dis 
approval.

complaints are heard from many towns 
against traveling carnivals, which, as a 
rule, have a demoralizing effect wherever 
they spend a few days or a week.

Communities have resorted to various 


measures to exclude or regulate carnival 
wagon-shows and carnival railroad-shows. 
In some places exhibition licenses have 
been raised to prohibitive amounts, yet, 
in a few cases, the shows have paid the 
price. In other towns citizens' commit- 
tees havs passed on each exhibition, and. 
besides, have caused the law to be, en- 
forced strictly.

Early 
approval of the various suggestions 
made has been followed by a serious 
discussion whether they do riot, after 
all, make for the application of a sort 
of "lynch law" to court proceedings.

That 
appears to' be the attitude of cer- 
tain provincial Canadians who favor 
the Georgian Bay project to the Great 
I*ikes-St.

ject, according to Charles P. Craig 
of Duluth, vice president of the Great 
Lakes-St. Lawrence Tidewater associ- 
ation, in commenting upon an inter- 
view of the Post-Crescent with secre- 
tary Hugh G. Corbett of the Apple- 
ton Association of Commerce. ' 


After the return of Mr. Corbett and 
E. H. Harwood from—a recent camp- 
ing trip through the Georgian Bay dis- 
trict an interview was published in 
the Post-Crescent in which they re- 
ported the sentiment of the Canadians 
in this territory on a Great Lakes-to- 
the-sea deep waterway project. While 
Mr. Craig asserts the two Appleton 
men report€^l correctly what they 
heard, he insists that the Georgian 
Bay route would be impracticable. He 
says in part: i 


STARTED 20 YEARS AGO 


"Twenty years ago, the preponder- 


ance of opinion in Canada was in fa- 
vor of the Georgian Bay canal. The 
Laurier government was disposed to 
adopt that project. 
Extensive sur- 


veys were made and on the strength 
of the reports then brought out Can- 
ada in 1906, under the Laurier govern- 
ment, adopted the St. Lawrence route 
and began the construction of the 
New Welland canal, as the first link 
in the lakes-to-ocean project. 


"There are many people, as your 


tourists observed, in the 
Georgian 


Bay district who, still cling to their 
preference. There are still a number 
of people in Quebec who advocate the 
Georgian Bay project because 'they 
oppose the lakes-to-ocean project. And 
•there are some people in Canada, as 
there are in every country, who, hav- 
tljg once reached an opinion, maintain 
thereafter that if the facts are against 
thern, so much the worse for the facts. 
NATIONAL ROUTE IS QUICKER 


"But Canada, as a whole, is com- 


mitted to the Lakes-to^Ocean project 
which -was begun under the Lauriar 
government, continued under Borden, 
resumed by the Meighan and nenewed 
by the M$.cK°nzie King. 


"Brieby stated, -the natural route 


down the lakes is quicker than the 
other would be, notwithstanding the 
shortened mileage by, Georgian bay. 
It is a better grade, of course, follow- 
ing the water grade, than climbing 
over the divide. The eGorgian Bay or 
Ottawa watsr route, however attrac- 
tive they look on the map, involves 


. too much "lockage, too much canal 
mileage, too many turns and twists 
and too much expense to effectively 
compare with the St. Lawrence—and 
there is always the difficulty of main- 
taining a water supply for the summit 
level.

Give us such a. fpr- 
um where labor will receive its just 
reward, and I believe strikes will dis- 
appear. But labor unions should not 
b^deetroyed or disappear—hut made 
to work under the law. 


"Some politicians advocate chang- 


ing our constitution to remedy this— 
they rant about the money power 
and Wall street and seek to array 


• class against class—and thus breed 
class hatred. 
Suspicion, and pre- 


judice, for they thrive upon" diseen- 


- slon and gain power thereby. They 


wax warm and shout for equal rights, 
and civic righteousness. 
But 
you 


don't get these things by pounding 
on the table and growing red in the 
face and yelling it from a political 
platform. 
When a man 
preaches 


that he alone is right, or honest and 
every one else wrong or dishonest, 
he is a dangerous individual. 


"I believe the laboring man should 


have as much power and stand equal 
with the capitalist 
in the eyes of 


our law—and 
the 
constitution/ so 


guarantees, and it is because of this 
constitution that the American labor- 
ing man Is the freest 
laborer OB 


earth. 
His children are better edu- 


cated, his family is better 
housed, 


and he is the best "dressed laborer on 
God's green earth. 


"The American people must 
hold 


fast to that instrument 
which our 


forefathers bequeathed to us at the 
palladium of our liberties—the con- 
stitution of the United States, and 


"" we must fear and distrust the man 


who would touch with profane hands, 
mark or mar this wonderful instru- 
ment. 


URGES MOKE WATER POWER 
"Just now with winter coming on 


we find the fuel bins of the nation 
empty. 
This nation has within it 


enormous coal supplies—the public 
has beota paying (JeJurlsS for these 
supplies—the public depends 
upon 


these supplies to furnish heat and 
power for our homes and industries— 
they are now cut off and jeopardize 
not aJone comfort and 
health, but 


interfere with 'his property 
rights. 


Our constitution 
guarantees 
every 


man protection of his life, his pro- 
perty, and his just right. 
Under 


that constitution 
there ought to be 


evolved some remedy or tribunal to 
see that coal is not only furnished to 
the public at a reasonable price—but 
mined in such quantities that 
the 


public is not jeopardized. We cannot 
be placed at the mercy of mine own- 
ers or mine workers. 
"Let the government develop the 


water pow«r of the Fox, the Wiscon- 
sin, the Flambeau, the Brule, the St. 
Croix. -the Peshtigo and Majinette riv. 
ers. There's the Missouri—Colorado— 
•the Ohio and Tennessee rivers —let's 
get water powet^ and thus not be so 
dependent, on coal 


"This same thing -can be accom- 


plished along the St. Lawrence and 
other rivers. We can create a tremen- 
dous reserve at these water powers 
and 
by means of 
high tension 
. transmission lines for a power sys- 


tern that will put the country beyond 


* the control of coal operators or min- 


ers. Here we have a. power which if 
harnessed will cut coal consumption 
Into half—and not only save our coal 
supply, but cut the price also. 


FARMERS NEED HELP 


"I am going to demand a square 


deal for the American farmer. These 
producers of the nation's food 
and 


other necessaries of life should not 
be made to eke out an existence, or 
fall into bankruptcy while specula- 
tors get rich from the toils of their 
labor. The government is spending his 
taxes like a drunken sailor, and I 
fear the farmer Is not getting a. just 
return from the same. He labors long- 
er hours and harder than other forma 
of labor to produce his crop. He has 
no eight-hour day—nor can he de- 
mand so much per hour—nor can he 
go on a strike.

Berlin—Accommodations at most of 


Germany's universities and technical 
high schools have been so severely 
cramped since the w»r by increasing 
enrollments that steps are being sug 
gested for stemming the rising per 
centage of foreigners. Students from 
abroad are estimated to constitute 25 
per cent of the registration. 


A leader in the movement ,to restrict 


the foreign influx states that in his 
i-'tuie room he has noted from 50 to 
100 non-Germans, made- up principal- 
ly of Bulgarians 
Rumanians, 
Rus- 


sians, 
Hungarians, 
Jugoslavs and 


Bouth Africans. He declares the prep 
aration of these "outsiders" frequent- 
ly is insufficient and that their con- 
duct often "leaves much to be desired." 
"While emphasising the need of some 
curtailment in the enrollment and 
favoring action against foreigners to 
this end, he, observes that caution 
should be exercised to avoid political 
should be exercised to avod political or 
or diplomatic embarrassment through 
too stringent procedure. 


Enrollment in German universities 


as a whole has shown an increase of 
80 per cent since the war and that of 
the technical high schools has been 
more than doubled.

war there were 60,000 university stu- 
dents fn Germany.

Fighting Tuberculosis With Milk 


"Drink a pint of milk a day" is a slogan that 


the 
Michigan 
Anti-tuberculosis association is 


trying to popularize throughout the state. The 
slogan is not meant for the tuberc"lo?us alone, in 
fact not primarily for them, but for all the people 
of the state. 


In a good many schools in the state the "pint 


of milk a day'' idea has taken hold in the form of 
milk lunches served to, the pupils during the fore- 
noon, and in some cases in the^ afternoon also. It 
has been found that a very large percentage of 
the children of school age are undernourished- 
children from well-to-do families as well as from 
poor homes. In,one city clinic it was_found that 
114 out of the 115 children examined were under- 
weight. 


To overcome this . menace to the health of 


school children; the movement of having each 
child drink a bottle 
of milk in the forenoon, 


usually a half a pint, has been introduced. The 
stytem has shown good results in many of the 
cities where it has been tried out. The movement 
is spreading throughout the state. 


If milk were made a greater article of diet for 


old and young both, it would do much toward 
building up the vigor and vitality of the people 
of the state and hence would play a great part in 
preventing tuberculosis, it is declared. Even at 
the present high prices milk is considered one of 
the cheapest foods in existence in proportion to 
its food value, the Association says.
